NEW CONCRETE 
SPAN OPENED AT 
BAYOU LA CROIX 


A new arched concrete bridge 
across Bayou La Croix was offi- 
cially opened Friday afternoon as|; 
part of a federal-state project to 
hard-surface and improve the 
Kiln-Bay St. Louis road. 

Asst. Project Engineer Jack Mc- 
Swain of the Mississippi Highway 
Department said one lane of the 
new bridge is now open to lo- 
cal traffic as work continues on 
the road project. 

The 11-span prestressed con- 
crete bridge, about 572 feet in 
length, is arched to provide a 
navigation clearance of 12 feet 
above mean tide. The structure 
was built by Circle, Inc., of Har- 
vey, La, at a cost of about 
$135,000. 

The arched span replaces a 
steel and wood turn-table bridge 
across Bayou La Croix which was 
erected by the WPA in the 1930's.
